Enid, Okla., July 26.—A .judgment 
of $1,026,004 against the Sinclair Oil 
company, the Garfield Oil company and 
the Exchange oif company was 
awarded the six children of Mr. and 
Mrs. James A. Crews, deceased, by 
Judge J. B. Cullison in District court 
here today. The suit, which had been 
pending for nearly three years, was 
filed by Miss Laura Crews, guardian 
of the minor Crews children. 

The Sinclair company, which bore 
the brunt of tle judgment, was or- 
dered to pay the heirs $1,189,801.

OF LION'S CLAWS 


Dawes Parley Sees 
Big Naval Review.

Record, issued today. 

During the twelve months 5,648 
ocean going ships passed through. 
Total tolls were $24,291,492, a monthly 
average of $2,024,291. The total cargo 
was 27,218,928 tong tons, a monthly 
average of 2,268,244 tons. 

Compared with the fiscal year 1923 
the figures were: 

Transits, an increase of 1,263 ves- 
sels, or 31.8 per cent; net tonnage, an 
increase of 7,543,092 tons, or 40.5 per 
cent; tolls, an increase of $6,782,548, 
or 38.7 per cent; cargo, an increase of 
7,426,835 tons, or 37.4 per cent.

Wheeler of Montana stepped out of the Demo- 
cratic party to join La Follette and take second 
place on his ticket. Ladd, Republican, of North 
Dakota, is for the independent candidate.

The area in which La Follette is strongest is the 
section which touches the frontier, the border or 
the desert. The frequency with which the frontier

When the frontier was in the Appalachians the 
grievance was that the mother colonies and, later, 
mother states did not protect the outposts. The 
Quaker government of Pennsylvania exposed the 
western Pennsylvanians to massacre. The west- 
ern North Carolinians, embittered by the indiffer- 


_ ence of the home government to their hardships 


and perils, formed the state of Franklin. | 
The whisky rebellion was a protest of trans- 


_ mountain grain growers against what they re- 


garded as the ruin of their market, They could 
get corn to the seaboard in liquid concentration as 
whisky, but they could not haul it in bulk. They 
thought the excise tax was an eastern outrage 
against the western grain grower. 

Burr's conspiracy was based on Kentucky's fear 
that the east would prevent the river settlements | 
from gaining the mouth of the Mississippi and 
the markets opened there. Tennessee thought the 
east was proJIndian and anti-pioneer, unwilling 
that the axman should clear a fertile tract and 
willing that the Creeks and Cherokees should 
kill him. 

The east surrendered Texas in getting Fiorida, 
and part of the west, which under Jackson would 
have taken Florida by force, was furious at the 
relinquishment of the Texas claims, 

As the frontier has extended there has gone wit» 

it the conviction that the east is its enemy. Jack- 
son found the enemy localized in Nicholas Biddle 
and the United States bank. Today the east-west 
boundary appears to be the Mississippi and Wis- 
consin rivers, and Wheeler, Ladd, Johnson, Ship- 
stead, Brookhart, etc., now find the enemy focused 
in Wall street, the railroads, the Federal Reserve 
bank. . : 
From time to time the conyictiqns of the west 
are orgarized in granger movements, in populism, 
in’ free silver, and. soft money. The attack is on 
the. investment holding seabpard. As a western 
senator said: “The railroads are owned in the 
east. Let the eastern senators defend them.” 

In part the indictment of the east is a true bill. 
It has retarded western development. It is now 
opposed to the western waterways. That goes far 
back. The British lords of trade and plantations 
did not want the colonists to go into the Ohio an. 
Mississippi valleys. The Indian fur trade was 
‘wanted out here. The colonists were wanted where 
British commerce could reach them. Later the 
eastern states had little sympathy for the instinct 
of the valley pioneers to send their produce down 
to New Orleans. : ee

He proposes to sign no blank 
checks. But, just as our traditional policy against 
permanent political commitments has not opposed 
our proper participation in world-affairs wherever 
that participation had definite limits and concrete 
objects, so Mr. Coolidge favors a continued interest 
in international conditions and such specific aid 
as the particular circumstances would justify. As 
Mr. Hughes said to the American Bar association 
a year ago, “ Codperation is not dictation and it 
is not partisanship.’’” The American position, for 
which Mr. Coolidge and the Republican party 
stand, is “one of independence, not isolation.” 

In the Democratic platform plank we have a dec- 
laration that “ war is a relic of barbarism” and a 
demand for “a strict and sweeping reduction of 
armaments by land and sea,” and “until interna- 
tional agreements to this end have been made we 
advocate an army and navy adequate to our na- 
tional safety.” Specifically the platform recom- 
mends that “our government should secure a joint 
agreement with all nations for world disarmament 
and also for a referendum on war, except in cases 
of actual or threatened attack.” Also, “the Demo- 
cratic party pledges all its energies to the outlaw- 
ing of the whole war system,” and thus’we arrive 
at reference to the league.

STAMPING OUT MALARIA. 
OME ten years ago thé Alabama 
Power company built a dam across 
the Coosa river and in that. way 
converted a lot of low ground and 
a river into a lake. It was something 
new in that section and the power com- 
pany knew little about making the sur- 
rounding country safe for democracy. 
Soon they found themselves defending a 
million dollars of lawsuits filed by near- 
by farmers who claimed the lake had 


' malaria. 

With the cotperation of the state and 
| federal authorities they began a study of 
methods of improving water and of pro- 
tecting impounded water, so that ma- 
laria would not result. When the com- 
pany planned to build another dam across 
another stream, thereby impounding wa- 
ter to make another lake, they decided to 
avoid having a batch of lawsuits, They 
decided to have no malaria in the labor 
camps used in building the lake and to 
leave the surrounding country healthier 
than they found it.. To do this, they 
complied with al? the sanitary require- 
ments of the federal water power act 
and went several steps further. 

~~ 

All the 153 miles of lake bank was 
cleared of vegetation below the now 
“a.er level, around the water edge and 
for a short distance back from the 
water. Every man who applied for work 
in a labor camp was examined. If he 
had had chills within six weeks he was 
rejected, If he had had malaria par- 
asites in his blood, or had an enlarged 
spleen, he was not accepted until he 
was completely cured. Every employé 
working in the basin was required to 
take fifteen grains of quinine a night 
for two nights a week. The houses were 
well located, well built and well screened. 
Not a case of malaria developed among 
the employés, 

Every family living on a farm in the 
valley was enrolled in the free benefit 
plan. If any inhabitant developed chills 
he was visited by the company doctor 
and given thirty grains of quinine a day 
for three days to break the chills. After 
that, he took ten grains of quinine each 
night for sixty nights. 

In all this valley there was but one 
serious outbreak of malaria and that 
was in an isolated family who failed to 
comply with the rules. As soon as the 
physicians heard of this sickness they 


cate them to become infected with 


sent ambulances out and brought the en- 
tire family into the hospital, where they 
were treated until well. This saved all 
the family except one baby and one 
young girl. 

/_ 

The larger bodies of water were 
stocked with mosquito eating fish. The 
smaller bodies were kept oiled, The 
large lake covered ninety square miles. 
Every pond and every stream near it 
were taken care of. The people who 
lived within a mile or two of the lake 
and its tributaries were watched, The 
general health of the inhabitants was 
never so good before. No suits for dam- 
ages for malaria have been started. None 
could be sustained. This experience 
shows what can be done, 

A similar plan, carried out by the 
railroads for their bridge crews, con- 
struction camps and track men would 
lessen the malaria.in the country at 
large. There is much federal, state and 
county road building. Similar plans 
would protect the crews in these Jabor 
camps and, protecting them, would pro- 
tect the country at large.

FTER fishing over a period of

One day we visited a dandy little 
bass lake that is known to be well 
stocked with both large and smal! 
mouth bass. We didn’t hit this lake 
until midafternoon and one look at its 
clear water and unruffied surface was 
enough to give us the hunch that there 
was nothing doirfg in the way of cast- 
ing. Artificials didn't stir up anything. 
Then is when live bait rings the bell. 
Ben had brought along some minnows 
as he contends that first, last, and all 
the time there is nothing like live bait 
for Mr. Bass. Working the deep water 
of the edges of weed beds and near 


the tips of old snags yielded eleven

bass in short order. Midday fishing, if 
the day is clear, the sun bright, and 
the bass even slightly educated, usu- 
ally means fishing with the old stand- 
bys, minnows or frogs. On a wilder- 
ness inaccessible little bass lake which 
is fished but four or five times a year, 
live bait was not needed and the 
feathers and spinners raised hob with 
those uneducated bass.

In hot weather and on a clear day 
the hard working fisherman might just 
as well lay off in the middle of the day 
and take a nap after lunch or other- 
wise kill time until late afternoon, as 
there. isn’t much doing at that time. 
In the cool of the evening when the 
fish come out of deep water and go 
into the shallower parts of the lake 
to feed’ is when a fellow can expect to 
connect up with the scrappers. If 
there is a hatch of files and many are 
dropping on the surface of the lake 
you can see the bass more than feeding 
on the surface whfle along the shore 
the big fellows will be splashing 
around after minnows. 

Just a short time ago we rowed 
across Fat lake in the Flambeau Indian 
reservation when the sun was just dis- 
appearing below the horizon. Rowing 
close to the weed beds along the shore 
we saw bass.cracking away at the 
minnows and a few casts into the 
shallow water soon showed us that 
they were on the job, whereas in the 
middle of the day all the fish would 
have been in cool deep water.

Race Pilots Split 
Honors with Motor 
Makers for Year 


Gold and Perfect Motors 
Line the Wake of 
S peedsters. 


ASHINGTON, D. C.—Clicse to 
$300,900 in prize mecney for 
automobile racing events was 
Gistributed by the contest 
board of the American Autom»bile as- 
sociation during 1923, according to fig- 
ures just made public at the V ashing- 
ton headquarters of the A.A. A. This 
covers eighty-eight events, sixty-six of 
which were on dirt tracks. 

Altogether 334 cars were registered 
in this contest work, which is general! 
regarded as the backbone of America 
automotive engineering development. 
Exactly 526 drivers were required to 
handle these cars with an additional 
210 mechanicians to keep them burning 
the road. 

The contest board points to tne un- 
popularity .f reliability and economy 
runs as evidence of the great change 
that has cone over motoring as a re- 
sult of the speed events, The report 
shows that there was but one reli- 
ability and economy run sanctioned 
during the iast year. 

oa 

“The vcellability run is no longer 
nocessary,”’ the board’s bulletin :eads. 
“The remarkable performance dis- 
played by small displacement racing 
cars and the ability of these cars to 
withstand the punishment of a 600- 
mile speedway event is proof enough 
to the average motorist that the Ameri- 
can car manufacturers, and the acces- 
sory manufacturers, have been able to 
place reliability on a remarkabiy high 
plane. The public enjoys an occasional 
‘stunt,’ but the big ‘setunt’ is the 
way cars stand up on the speedways 
and @rt tracks. 

“ Under. sanctions of the A. A. A. 
contest board 2,050 miles were run off 
on the speedways as against 3,170 on 
the dirt tracks. Every mile ofr this 
was a reliability run in itself.’’ 

“ So far as economy is concerned, the 
average car owner nowadays is more 
interested in the economy of car life 
rather than in gas mil . He knows 
that the lessons learned from the race 
track are being applied to the building 
of more trustworthy cars, which ‘n the 
long run ig the real economy to con- 
eider. 

“ The biggest amount of prize noney 
was distributed at the epeedways. 
These eight big events involved prizes 
amounting to §205,000, paid to the 
people who make a business of making 
‘he automobile perform beyord our 
rreatest expectations, and $91,075 was 
distributed at the dirt tracks.

wraps is denied nowadays by not even the most 
skeptical. Fringe, fringe, and again fringe! Some 
of the models go so far as to divide their surface 
equally between fabric and fringe. The other eve- 
ning I saw one of these new capes—a flame colored 
chiffon which ‘dropped from the waistline long 
swishing lifes of self-colored silk—and I thought 


the wearer looked a trifle as if she had been caught 
in a rainstorm. Nevertheless, the downpour, al- 
though a cloudburst, was not without charm. As 
the wearer walked each flame colored strand was 
set into motion over a frock of white crepe. Very, 
very effective! 

But, even so, this form of trimming is not so 
constant as the ostrich mode. We find ostrich 
curled and uncurled and we find it on both the 
sumptuous wraps of lame and brocade, as well as on 
the simpler ones of crepe and chitfon. If there is a 
defective flue in the world, the designers have not 
recognized it. Their tolerant and broadminded 
spirit has induced them to use all ostrich, good or 
bad. 

The plaited model of gray chiffon second from 
the left is quite susceptible to any additions of 
ostrich or marabou which you may wish to make. 
In the drawing it is collared simply in self-fabric 
finished with four plaited ruffles and, as it stands, 
its simplicity recommends it to youth—also to-the 
womah who must consider ‘economy. However, 


this gray chiffon would form an exquisite back-_ 


ground for a collar and border of feathery fronds, 
either in self-color or in contrasting tone. Rose or 
flame tinted ostrich, for example, would be lovely. 
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Numerous capes are made with various tiers and 
these, naturally, lend themselves readily to the 
dominant thought. Indeed, there are entire eve 
ning wraps constructed of the prevailing plumage. 
Of this latter fact, a creation by Callot comes t 
my mind as the most impressive instance. It was 
a flame colored cape of ostrich destined to accom 
pany a frock of the same color and, although 
striking, it proved once more that too much beauty 
applied in one spog is likely to become a mere cari- 
cature of beauty. As the model moved off in this 
wrap she looked as if she had been thatched. She 
resembled Robinson Crusoe’s hut suddenly become 
animated. 

Lace is another favored trimming detail of the 
season. On the resplendent coats of cloth of silver 
or silver brocade one sees silver lace, and this is 
frequently employed in godet form for the purpose 
of giving the approved flare at the hem line. On 
less formal models the employment of lace is ex- 
emplified in the third wrap illustrated. Here we 
have an orange tinted crepe—or chiffon—encircled 
by three horizontal tucks and subsequently adorned 
by rows of narrow lace dyed to match. The collar, 
however, does not subscribe to this lace sentiment. 
By appliqued roses and leaves of silk ribbon it an- 
nounces a definite policy of its own. 

Among the furs that deck our present day crea- 
tions chinchilla is one of the favorites. And cer- 


‘ tainly, if ever any pelt rose through its own merit, 


chinchilla is the one most deserving of a bi- 
ographer. I have always thought, indeéd, that if 
George Sand had ever had her attention called to 


. the combination of chinchilla and violets she would 


have told her valet to whisk away forever the cele- 
brated pantaloons which were her dearest attire.

With silver cloth wraps this fur is, of courSe, 
especially lovely, ‘and one of Patou’s most regal 
models of the season chooses chinchilla for the col- 
lar of a coat that is set off fupther by insertions of 
silver lace.

Pattern No. 2134 is for a one piece, 
slip-on dress. The front is slashed for 
an opening, and the edges are bound. 
The sleeve pattern comes in the full 
length, but there are perforations on 


it, showing where to cut if short 
sleeves are desired. There are slashes 
on each side of the front, and the sash 
is slipped through these—allowing an 


unbroken line from ‘neck to hem in the 
front. . 

There are two inset pockets on the 
front, and the dress is cut in a V in 
the front, and finished with a prettily 
shaped collar. The width at the bot- 
tom for size 36 is about 1% yands. 

If the slashes for the pockets and 
sash are well fixed, they will always 
be satisfactory; if not, it won't be long 
before the seams will give way. Run 
basting threads in the material, show- 
ing the position of all the slashes, and 
then cut pieces of the material a 
couple or more inches larger all 
around than the slashes measure. 

Lay one of these pieces in place so 
that there is an even distance shown 
on all sides, Then baste to the dress, 
basting exactly on the bastings mark- 
ing. the slash. Then stitch on the ma- 
chine all the way around, close to the 
stitching, keeping the seam perhaps a 
good % inch wide, except at the ends, 
where it must be made as narrow as 


possible. 

Before turning this piece to the 
wrong side, clip at the corner, and 
once each side of the corner—clipping 
nearly to the stitching. Then the 
strip is pushed through the slip to 
the wrong side, and the clipping that 
was done will prevent the ends from 
being puckefed. Sometimes these 
strips are brought through to the 
wrong side so they simply make a 
facing, and sometimes so they form 
a binding. This last is probably the 
easier and better way.

Ew YORK.—([Special TCorre- 

spondence.]—At the meeting of 

the American Medical associa- 

tion held in Chicago in June 
there arose the question of cosmetic 
applications as disseminators of skin 
troubles. 

It was brought out that in 1921 Amer- 
ican women &pent some three hundred 
million dollars for cosmetics. 

“In many cases they spent their 
money for poisons as deadly as mer- 
cury, arsenic, lead, and paraphenylen- 
‘diamin, the last a poisonous substance 
used largely in fur and hair dyes,” said 
Dr. H, N. Cole of the Northwestern 
Reserve university, , 

In spite of this alarming statement, 
it strikes me that if creams and pow- 
ders, freckle lotions and depilatories 
re so loaded with poisonous influence, 
few of us women would have escaped 
some form of unpleasant skin brand- 
ing. Yet the majority of-us have gone 
on for years applying the powder puff 
with a dozen daily applications, this 
with once or twice a day good face 
swabbing with cleansing cream, and 
apparently we are none the worse 
for it, 


Credit to Cream. 


In years of interviewing famous 
beauties, stage, screen and nonprofes- 
sional, the one forcible impression: of 
the professional women carried off by 
me in almost every instance was the 
clean, clear skin texture which they at- 
tributed to the daily, semi-daily and 
thrice daily use of cream for makeup 
purposes, 

After some investigation I find the 
“damage” claims against cosmétics 
boil down to an almost clear verdict 
for face powders of good quality; cold 
creams beneficial to certain skin struc- 
ture and bad for others; with the dyes 
in hair colorings and furs contributing 
the most alarming featirés. Of these 
latter I shall speak in a later article. 

A Specialist’s Opinion. 

I approached Dr. William Allen 
Pusey, president of the American 
Medical association, noted skin spe- 
cialist, on the subject. 

“There ts something to be said in 
favor of cosmetic powders,” says Dr. 
Pusey. “ Powders distinctively protect 
the skin against exposure to light, and 
light directly affects the complexion. 
They also furnish some mechdnical 
protection, and they are in themselves 
soothing. There are some cosmetic 
powders on the market that contain 
lead and bismuth. These are danger- 
ous because the substances are poison- 
ous. Outside of these, there is no 
harm to the skin in the free use of 
cosmetic powders.” 

“But only with the use of a clean 
powder puff,” the doctor warns. 
“Greasy, dirty puffs or ever slightly 
soiled puffs are bad for the skin.” 

Rouges do little € any damage, ex- 
cept as they are made up in grease 
sticks and grease puffs and are a 
means of rubbing grease into the skin, 
according to Dr. Pusey. 

Of creams and the use of fats on 
the skin, Dr. Pusey says: “A certain 
amount of fat in the skin is required 
to maintain it in health. The normal 
skin furnishes this of, itseif. This 
normal skin is not overgreasy, but 
sufficiently so to be soft and resistant. 
Lacking this softness and pliability, 
the person with a dry skin should 
grease the skin sufficiently to maintain 
the normal texture. But this does 
not provide an excuse for smothering 
the skin with grease, as is commonly 


done. 
When to Avoid Creams. 


I asked Dr. Pusey how he explained 
the good quality of the thratrical per- 
son’s $kin. His explanation was like 
the reason for the Scotchman’s well 
known hardiness—not due to oatmeal, 
but in spite of it. Woman's skin re- 
mains good not because of excessive 
use of cold cream but in spite of it. 

If there is any tendency to pimples 
or acne, toilet creams, skin foods, and 
similar fatty applications should not 
be used at all, in Dr. Pusey’s opinion. 
They still farther fill up the already 
distended fat glands, spread pus or- 
ganisms and thus, in general, tend to 
make acne worse. Their harmfulness 
is increased when they are used in 
conjunction with massage, which 
forces them into the pores of the skin. 
Substituting a grease bath for a wa- 
ter bath for the skin is, in Dr. Pusey's 
opinion, instead of being beneficial ac- 
tually courting trouble. For those

the skin specialist says it does not 
matter particularly what form of fat is 
used, provided it is not rancid. A good 
cream made up by a reliable pharma 
cist serves. However, he disapproves 
of claims for skin rejuvenation attrib- 
uted by makers of various cosmetics. 
Recommends Vaseline or Glycerin. 

Ordinary vaseline, which is not a 
fat at all, but has the physical and 
mechanical properties of fat, he rec- 
ommends as an excellent application 
because it does not become rancid. 
Liquid vaseline is preferable because it 
spreads more lightly. A little glycer-

The cleans- 
ing bath should be taken with warm 
water, followed by a rinse with cold 
water, The excessive use of soap and 
water is bad, for it removes fat from 
the ‘skin. 

Skins vary in texture, however, so 
that the amount of washing that skins 
will tolerate varies with the individual. 
The thin, dry, pink skin, is sensitive 
and will stand little washing without 
irritation. The greasy, thick skin will 
stand all the punishment in the way 
of soap and water you can give it. 
Then there is the average skin— 
neither thin mor coarse—which can 
stand all necessary washing without 
fear of consequences. 


Get Good Soap. 


Dr. Pusey generously grants indul- 
gence in taste of one’s favorite per- 
fume and coloring in soaps—provided 
they are made by a reputable manu- 
facturer, who is known to put forth 
a good quality of toilet soaps. A toilet 
soap should lather well, be made of 
clean fats with excessive alkali re- 
moved. Cheap adulterations are often 
colored, dyed, and perfumed to cover 
up defects. 

In the treatment of acne, Dr. Pusey 
emphasized again, no creams should 
be used. X-ray treatments which are 
being administered with amazing re- 
sults on acne patients should be given 
only under the guidance of a skilled 
scientific man. Much damage may ac- 
crue from the use of the X-ray in un- 
skilled hands. 

Dr. Pussey believes that over expo- 
sure to sunlight has a deleterious effect 
on the skin. It may produce no im- 
mediate bad effects but it almost cer- 
tainly hastens the changes that accom- 
pany age. However, this does not 
mean, in his opinion; that one must 
sit on the awninged club porch and 
forego exercise in the open air. But 
it does suggest the use of the broad 
brimmed hat, of a sunshade on o¢ca- 
sions of long exposure, and the avoid- 
ance of habitual exposure to sunlight.

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Substitutes for Coal 

ONSIDER the source of nearly all the energy which is used 

in modern) civilization—coal. The great forests of the 
carboniferous bpoch now exist as beds of coal. By the burn- 
ing of coal—a_ chemical transformation—the heat energy is 
produced on which at present our whole civilization depends. 
Whence is the energy locked up in the coal derived? From 
the sun. For millions of years the energy of the sun’s rays.

era and had been transformed, by various subtle processes, 
into the potential energy that slumbers in these immense 
fossilized forests. 

The exhaustion of our coal deposits would mean, so far as 
our knowledge extends at present, the end of the world’s.

energy which, ps we have seen, is practically jllimitable. If 
the immense electrical,energy in the interior of the atom can 
ever be Nberateéd and controlled, then our steadily decreasing 
coal supply will no longer be the bugbear it now is to all 
thoughtful men. 

The stored-up energy of the great coal fields can be used 
up, but we canhot replace it or create fresh supplies. As we

Dissipation of Energy 
NERGY may become dissipated. Where does it go since 
if it is indestructible it must still ekist. It is easier to ask 
‘the question than to give a final answer, and it is not possible 
in this Outline, where an advanced knowledge of physics is 
not assumed on the part of the reader, to go fully into the 


somewhat difficult theories put forward by physicists and 


chemists. We may raise the temperature, say, of iron, until 
it is white hot. If we stop the process the temperature of the 
iron will gradually settle down to the temperature of sur- 
rounding bodies. As it does so, where does its previous energy 
go? In some measure it may pass to other bodies in contact 
with the piece of iron, but ultimately the heat becomes radi- 
ated away in space where we cannot follow it. It has been 
added to the vast reseryoir of unavailable heat energy of uni- 
It is sufficient here to say that if all 
bodies had a uniform temperature we should experience no 
such thing as heat, because heat only travels from one body 
to another, having the effect of cooling the one and warming 
the other. In time the two bodies acquire the same tempera- 
ture. The sum total of the heat in any body is meagured in 
terms of the kinetic energy of its moving molecules, 

There must come a time, so far as we can see at present, 
when, even if all the heat energy of the universe is not radi- 
ated away into empty infinite space, yet a uniform tempera- 
If one body is hetter than another it radi- 
ates heat to that body. until both are at the same temperature. 
Each bod? may still possess a "considerable quantity of heat 
energy which it has absorbed, but that energy, so far as reac- 
tions between those two bodies are concerned, is now unavail- 
able. The same. principle applies whatever number of bodies 
we consider. Before heat energy can be utilized we must 
have bodies with different temperature. If the whole uni- 
verse were at some uniform temperature, then, although it 
might possess an enormous amount of heat energy, this 
energy would be unavailable.

What a Uniform Temperature Would Moun 


ND what does this imply? It implies a grent deal: for if 
all the energy in the world became unavailable, the ‘uni- 


verse, as it now is, would cease to be. It is possible that, by 
the constant interchange of heat radiations, the whole uni- 
verse is tending to some uniform temperature, in which case, 
although all molecular motion would not have ceased, it would 
have become unavailable. In this sense if may be said that 
the universe is running down. 

If all the molecules of a substance were brought to 2 
standstill, that substance would be at the absolute zero of 
temperature. There could be nothing colder. The temper-. 
ature at which all molecular motions would cease is known: 
it is -273° C. Nobody could possibly attain a lower temper- 
ature than this: a lower temperature could not exist. Uniess 
there exists in nature some process, of which we know noth- 
ing at present, whereby energy is renewed, our solar system 
must one day sink"to this absolute zero of temperature.. The 
sun, the earth, and every other body in the universe «is 
steadily radiating heat, and this radiation cannot go on. for 
ever. because heat continually tends to diffuse and to equalize 


temperatures. , 
| But we can see, theoretically, that there is a way of ~

Matter, Ether, and Einstein 

HE supreme synthesis, the crown of all this progressive 

conquest of nature, would be to discover that the particles 
of positive and negative electricity, which make up the atoms 
of matter, are points or centers of disturbances of some kind 
in a universal ether, and that all our “ energies” (light, mag- 
netism, gravitation, etc.) are raves or strains of some kind 
set up in the ether by these clusters of electfons. 

It is a fascinating, tantalizing dream. Larmor suggested 
in 1900 that the electron is a tiny whirlpool, or “ vortex,” in 
ether; and, as such a \ortex may tufn in either of two op 
posite Ways, we seem to see a possibjlity of explaining posi- 
tive and negative electricity. But the difficulties have proved 
serious; and the nature of the electron is unknown.

In the matter of the super-hetero- 
dyne, the anomalous situation that ob- 
tains generally in radio is emphasized 
particularly. About the time that it 
began to be bruited far and wide that 
the super-het was the one develop- 
ment the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
fea intended to guard with all legal 
forces at its command, the govern- 
ment, represented by the secretary of 
the navy, came forth with a statement 
‘that it regarded super-het tents as 
ite very own, Maj. Edwin Armstrong 
‘and Harry Houck’s claims to the con- 
trary notwithstanding, it having been 
developed during the army life of 
these gentlemen. This gave new im- 
“petus to experimentation and research 
in many manufacturers’ laboratories, 
in belief that the government would 
permit general use by manufacturers 
for the public benefit of basic patents 
owned by it. However; no definite 
step to press its claims has been made 
by the government, although these are 
expected at any time. In the mean- 
time, many manufacturers are going 
ahead with super-het ‘“ makings,” 
while others with a finished product 
fn mind are awaiting developments. 
ments.: 


See Peril In Seized Patents. 


But the open market in radio, by 
which the public has benefited in bet- 
ter and cheaper radio sets and parts, 
faces one peril, according to a view 
expressed in a statement by George A. 
Pearson, president of the Electrical 
Research laboratories, and held by 
tmany independents. This is in the 
’ disposition made by the govern- 
‘ment, through congrosxional action, of 
alien patents seized during the war. 
Most of these, held by the navy, are 
German, affect refiex and radio fre- 
quency principles and are basic. 

“With the next administration,” 
Mr. Pearson’s statement reads, “ will 
rest disposal of these patents. They 
‘an be turned back to their original 
‘éwners, they can be licensed for use 
by one American corporation or they 
can be thrown open to the general use 
of the people of the United States. If 
they are returned to the or!g‘nal puat- 
entees, they will immediate'y becume 
the property of the German radio 
trust, which, in turn, will allow their 
mse by only one large American cor- 
poration. The same result would be 
obtained if they were turned directly 
by the navy to the same American 


corporation. 
Urges Place In Campaign. 


~ “Tf these patents are licensed. by 
the navy for the free use of all Ameri- 
cans this action would have the effect 
of preventing monopoly, in keeping 
down prices by stimulating legitimate 
competition and would redound to the 
benefit of the consumer.”

Monday Fine at Noon, but 
, Awful at Night. 


Despite a freakish week that found 
Chicago one night cut off from the 
outside radiocast world, except for 
Zion and Elgin, we managed to ex- 
tend cur summer area, and on Thurs- 
day after midnight brought in KPO— 
very weakly—convincing us that it will 
not be long before #we shall, on good 
nights, be able to reach out 2,000 miles. 
It wag hard hearing KPO in the horn, 
and it would not be fair to list it as 
part of a concert, unless we could key 
our imagination to the point of believ- 
ing that static forms a sort of a rum- 
ta-ta, boom-ta-rum-boom accompani- 
ment in ‘“‘the music of the spheres.” 
Too much good music over the air, 
however, has dulled our imagination. 
Time was when we could listen some- 
what more than tolerantly to near- 
discord; but no more. 


Static Strong Early. 

In early evening Thursday static 
measured very close to signal strength 
on KDKA, and it took conginuous 
minor shifts of the dials to under- 
stand the radiocast of the Tunney- 
Carpentier argument. It was close to 
midnight before we tuned in again. 
Static still remained,. but signal 
strength had increased to such degree 
that it was easy to clear up most 
stations brought in. WFAA, Dallas, 
strong enough, supplied music from 
12:10 a. m. to 12:23, after which WHB 
filled the house with conversation 
leading up to signing off at 12:24. 

On the lower waves we found some 
distant radiocast, with music rising 
clear above rumbling trains of static, 
but before we. could log the. point of 
emanation WDBY burst in with a test 
program of piano music. 

Next came KPO, dimly, after which 
we sought KHJ and found the test idea 
had spread to W-G-N. No luck in 
hunting for KFI and KGW, Los An- 
glese and Portland, Ore., respectively, 
and at 12:50 we turned to the Night- 
hawks’ frolic at WDAF, coming as 
strong as Davenport and St. Louis in 
the recent weeks, radiocasting from 
the Newman theater. At 1 a m. we 
listened to Dallas signing off, after 
which, with W-G-N still at test, we 
gently removed the clip from the 
minus post on the A battery and gave 
the household a chance to return to 
sleep, while we devoted a moment to 
wondering why night tests are not de- 
ferred until 3 a. m. daylight savings 
time and 2 a. m. standard. 

Monday Good By Day. 

Monday already has been wept over 
by Elmer, and doubtless many an ex- 
perimentally inclined fan let that night 
inveigle him into some wiring gym- 
nastics due to a belief that his set had 
gone wrong; but one thing that was 
overlooked possibly by many was the 
condition existing during the day. 

If Monday night was abominable 
from a radio standpoint, Monday from 
noon to 3 o’clock was remarkable. At 
noon WW4J, with its afternon concert, 
spouted from the horn with a clarity 
and volume that made it enjoyable 
funtil it was nosed out by KYW at 
12:30] while we sat at luncheon on the 
floor below the Nameless set. At 2:40 
KSD was tuned in with usual day- 
time volume, but at 3:40 it had lost its 
pep, 

So, even as a lot of you probably | 
did Monday night, we started hunting 
for trouble in our set. Although we 
succeeded in accumulating a lot of 
trouble for ourselves, conditions grew 
worse and worse, until, after WCBD 
had signed off, we finally opened the 
gate of our understanding to the fact 
that it was a perfectly rotten night, 
radiocastically speaking. 

Sunday Night Also Poor. 

Sunday was little better, for Omaha 
refused to even set up a scratching 
lure, and WOS and other familiar 


standbys were lost somewhere in the 
| ether. 

. The preceding night, Saturday, July 
19, was fine. At 9:45 WHAS, with a 
‘woman singing “Ben Bolt,” was 80 
strong it had to be reduced to one 
stage, with the ensuing time signals 
‘emitted at local volume. From 10 to 
10:50 came clear and strong, KSD, 
Wwoc, and WLAG, with “The Star- 
Spangled Banner.” At 11:15 WOAW, 
Omaha, was held at volume enough to 
fill the room on one stage of audio dur- 
ing a piano solo. , 

Friday night a week ago was quite 
good, and last Wednesday little to 
speak of-—so, after having given you 
this brief record of a freakish radio 
week, we'll close with this new one as a 
signing off cheerio from KDKA: “May 
you laugh in your dreams!” (Jack 
Nelson, your chee-ild is strayed.) 
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Miss Helen Freund of the Chicago 
Civic Opera company, whose rise to 
farmne has been meteoric for so young 
a singer, will give the program tonight 
at W-G-N (formerly WDAP), THES 
TRIBUNE’s radiocast at the Drake hotel. 

Miss Freund, it will be remembered, 
won the Juillard Foundation prize of 
$1,000 through Mme. Galli-Curci. She 
was chosen last season by Frederick 
Stock to open the Civic orchestra con- 
certs.

LONDON, July 26.— The British 
postmaster general announced in par- 
Hament this week that the government 
had agreed with the Marconi company 
for short wave directive stations, using 
the new beam wireleas.for communica- 
tion between England, the Dominions, 
and India. The first is to be erected 
in Canada for communication with 
England, South Africa, India, and Aus- 


tralia. 

The postmaster general also an- 
nounces that the government has ar- 
ranged to issue a new simple forra of 
license for broadcast receivers which 
permits use of any apparatus. Hith- 
erto only British made apparatus had 
been allowed, except to holders of an 
experimenter’s license, the issue of 
which is very limited. The cost of an 
annual license is 10 shillings, part of 
which is retained by the government, 
and part paid to the British Broadcast- 
ing company, which supplies the pro- 


grams.

BERLIN, July 26.—A large German 

news bureau serving 100 newspapers 
is the pioneer of a system of trans- 
miiting press service by wireless tele- 
phone, replacing leased telegraph and 
telephone wires. A three thonths’ trial 
has convinced the bureau of the ad- 
vantages of this system, which it is 
planned to extend to other subscribers 
in Austria, Poland, and other coun- 
tries. 

Nauen station is transmitting regu- 
larly commercial messages to Buenos 
Aires on a 70 meter wave length and 
2% kilowatt of energy. The system is 
developed on the Marconi method, ex- 
cept that no effort is made to control 
the direction of the waves with para- 
bolic antennae. Power required is 
one-tenth of the amount necessary 
with longer waves.

Louis, but one of its most exquisite 
features is due to an English gardener 
who once planted Mr. Pierce’s grounds 
where they slide and drop into the 
brawling stream thickly with forget- 
me-nots, Today this lovely blue flower 
drips from almost every rock, sprouts 
from almost every stranded log, slips 
into the water from almost every mossy 
bank, in short, delights the wayfarer 
who paddies or poles up or down lovely 
Brulé.
